LITTLE ROCK. — Governor Bailey 


vetoed the Vesey bill to rcduci the 
state gasoline tax one cent on the gal- 
lon and Uie Kimz-'y bill to "freeze" 
motor vehicle license revenue nt the 
.1937 level nnd reduce licenses over a 
10-year period in proportion to the 
increase 
in automobile registration 


Monday. 


Ho signed the Shaver bill appropri- 


ating $1,500,000 of idle funds for Uie 
purchase of state highway bonds at a 
discount at tenders before June 30. 
The three bills were the last of 26 bills 
passed at Une special legislative tcx-ion 
which adjourned March 26. 


Declining lo comment extemporan- 


eously on his action in vetoing the two 
measures, Mr. Bailey said he probably 
would issue a prepared statement later. 


The Vesey bill, named for its au- 


thor, Representative John Vesey of 
Hempsiead co-jnty, would have re- 
duced the gas tax from six and one- 
half cents to five and one-half cents a 
gallon. The auto license reduction bill 
bore Uie name of its author, Senator 
Joe W. Kiinzcy of Magnet, Hot Spring 
county. 


Large Delegation 


Governor Bailey acted on Uie two 


controversial bills and the Shaver bill, 
Introduced by Senator J. L. Shaver of 
Wynne, within 30 minutes after nearly 
100 banks, life insurance representa- 
tives, realtors, bond brokers, mer- 
chants and farmers from practically 
csvery section of Uie state had urged 
him at a public hearing to veto the 
Vcfiey and Kimzey bills.

Vesey nnd Uie Kim-ey bills," Mr. Mc- 
Donnell asserted, lie nnid both bills 
violated directly the 1931 refunding 
agreement cui;l would endanger the 
credit of t.hu state unless vetoed.

$10,MO,UCO worih of Arkansas bonds 
are held by Arkansas banks and that 
about $25,000,000 are owned by Arkan- 
sas citizens. He said banks and Ark- 
ansas residents had increased their 
hold.ngs in itaU: bjnda during Uie last 
three years. 


Bankers Neutral Croup 


Mr. Moore explained that bankers 


were a neutral group in that they 
owned many of the highway bonds and 
were interested in the state's welfare 
as taxpayers.

000 worth of Uie state's bonds were 
held by citizens of Miller, Lafayette 
and Hempstead counties. 


CiUng the fact that Arkansas bonds 


have dropped from eight to 10 points 
sinca the \fcsey bill and the Kimaoy 
bill were introduced in the legislature, j 
ho said violation of the refunding 
agreement affected "very vitally" the 
banks of the slate in that it might 
impair their credit. He mentioned that 


' the old road district bonds, which were 


a lien en property of a large per cent 
of the stiite's land owners, would again 
become elective if tho state broke its 
refunding contract. 


"For the honor and credit of this 


state and for the owners of homes and 
lands on which those old road district 
bonds still we held, we ask you to 
veto those two bills," he told Gover- 
nor Bailey.

A record for one day's sale of Sav- 


ings Bonds was set on Monday, Jan 
uary 10, of this year, when $10,029,775 
mateurity value, of these bonds were 
reported sold on this single day. Sale 
by post offices throughout the coun 
try on that day represented 59,025,35 
maturity value of bonds, and direct- 
by-rnail orders were received in Wash- 
ington for Savings Bonds of a ma- 
turity value of $1,004,425. 


The sale of Savings Bonds for the 


calendar year 1937 was 34.2 per cent 
greater than for 1936, and the year 
1936 exceeded the ten-months' sale of 
these bonds in 1935 by 82.8 per cent.

to Subsidize Rails

hat the federal government guarantee 
•ailroads a certain income was among 
the topics discussed at a White House 
conference Monday, informed persons 
said.

The idea was put forward as a means 


of helping the .carriers out of their 
distress and of hastening recovery gen- 
erally. Under the suggested program, 
the government would promise to make 
up the diference between" actual in- 
come of the carriers and a figure bas- 
ed on income for some "fair period" 
of the past,' 


In return, the roads would promise 


to maintain pay rolls at least at their 
present levels, and undertake a pro- 
gram of construction and equipment 
replacement. 


It was not clear who originally sug- 


gested tre idea. Labor leaders were 
said to feel that it would so stimulate 
industry in general that the govern- 
ment might hot have to make up any 
income deficit. The maximum ' cost 
to the government, it was said, would 
be $300,000,000 a year. 


Railroad labor leaders also were saic 


t favor it as a means of preservging 
their recent wage increases and main- 
taining employment while the govern- 
ment, was undertaking reorganization 
of the carriers. 


J. J. Pelley, president of the Asso- 


ciation of American Railroads, de- 
clined comment on either the White 
House conference or the report. He 
said, however, there was only one so- 
lution for the carriers' troubles—in- 
creased earnings. 


"To do that," Pelley said, "we mus 


either receive more for the services 
we render, or we must render the serv- 
ices we now do at lower cot. We've 
got to have either greater income of a 
smaller outgo."

CMIiing the Family 


Clothing the family with the prod- 


ucts of her sewing machine is one of 
.the real contributions of the Hemp- 
stead county home demonstration club 
members to the live-at-home program, 


Throughout the county, home dem- 


onstration club members are starting 
their spring sewing. That calls for 
considerable preparation, particularly 
for those who do not have a sewing 
room. Getting out the work and put- 
ting il away each day, which seems 
necessary when there is no sewing 
room, is a monotnous and time-con- 
suming .task. Miss Sue Marshall, ex- 
tension 
specialist in 
clothing and 


household arts, University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agricullure, suggests 
arranging a corner of the room so that 
the sewing can he left over night. 


A three section screen could be set 


up in front of the sewing corner to 
screen it from view, while the back 
side could be covered with cloth made 
into pockets to hold patterns, scraps 
of material and sewing Equipment. 
Hooks or nails could be arranged on 
one section to hold coal hangers and 
pieces of sewing equipment such as 
stupe measure, scissors, and pressing 
cloth. 


If sewing supplies are well-stocked 


before the spring sewing begins, many 
annoying delays can bo avoided, Miss 
Marshall points out. Such tilings as 
needles, sewing machine needles, as- 
sorted sizes and colors of thread, 
hooks and eyes, snaps, binding tape, 
bias lape, and a box of fine steel pins, 
will awalys be needed. 


Equipment such as pressing cloth, 


sleeve board, pressing roll, tailor's 
horn, chalked 
tracing board, skift 


gauge, tape measure, and a pin cush- 
ion add much to the ease and satisfac- 
tion of home sewing. 


If the -sewing machine is thoroughly 


cleaned with kerosene or gasoline, and 
then oiled, it will do much better 
work. Miss Marshall gives the follow- 
ing directions: Remove the feed plate 
and clean out all the dust and lint that 
has collected underneath. Test the 
tension on the machine by stitching on 
the true bias of a double thickness of 
cloth; then strelch between the fing- 
ers of both hands until one thread 
breaks. If the top thread breaks first, 
it indicates that the tension is too 
tight. Adjust the upper tension until 
both top and bottom threads break at 
the same time. When the size of 
thread is changed, the tensions must be 
adjusted.
